The following account of the stranding of the 
Sant: Pablo is vextracted: from: the, fhanghat: 
Courier of the'2ist inst. just to hand — " 

The O, and O. Company's steamer San Pablo, 
Captain Reed, with American and Japanese 
mails, two. hundred Chinese pasrcngers, more 
than $200,000. in treasure, and: about tons 
of general cargo, mostly,’ we believe, flour, left. 
Yokohama at daylight on the morning of the’ 
13th inst., for Hongkong. After leaving the 
coast of Jnpan, a course was shaped to make the 
Chinese coast about Turnabout Island, on which 
there is-a light, and the steamer, was in this 
vicinity before daylight on the morning of the 
18th inst:; The weather was thick and foggy, 
but the lead gave 26 fathoms, and the course, 
we underatand, was changed ta proceed through 
the \Formosa channel... At 4.15 ‘a.m. ‘the 
vessel struck ‘on’ the Tan Rocks, which 
‘are about’ midway between Ton Island and 
Kwing Island, seven or eight miles ta the north 
of: Turnabout Island,. the ‘tide carried her 
broadside on, and she soon became: hard and 
fast. The Indo-China Company's steamer 
Pechilé, Captain Bradley, bound from Swatow 
to Shanghai, hove in sight about six o'clock, 
and anchored within a- short’ distance of the 
stranded vessel, when noon afterwards steps were 
taken for the mails, passengers, and treasure to 
be transferred to her. . The crew of the Fechili
